.orester, forester to the agricultural 
experiment station and professor of 
forestry at the A. & M. College as 
the two prime essentials in the re­ 
building of the forest lands in that 
section of Texas. 
bor the past two weeks Mr. Foster 
and J. G. Peters, chief of state co­ 
operation in the government forest 
service have been making a study of 
the East Texas forests. The purpose 
of the trip was largely to determine 
the extent of damage done to standing 
timber and young growth by grass and 
forest fires.

Next Year’s Cotton Seed—Anthracnose, or cotton boll rot, has infected all cotton seed 
grown east of a line running from Wichita Falls south through Lllan, Austin Bastrop 
and Bay City. All farmers east of that line should plow under or cut and bum all cot­ 
ton stalks and get seed for next year’s planting from points west of that line. 
To plant 
infected seed will mean disaster to the crop next spring and summer. 
An opportunity 
for profitable cooperation is presented to farmers on both sides of the line. 
Those on 
the infected side should get together, combine their orders and buy seek in bulk. 
Farmers in the non-infested area should unite and seek a market for their surplus seed. 


The Boll Weevil—There are more boll weevils in the cotton fields of Texas than at any 
time in the history of the state. 
The menace to next year’s crop is very great. All 
cotton stalks should have been plowed under or burned before this time, but if this 
has not been done no time should be lost in attending to this important matter, 
lf the 
weevils are not destroyed before they go into winter quarters it will be hazardous to 
plant cotton on the land next year.

MR. W, H. W A L K E R DEAD. 


Well-Knokn and Beloved Citizen Suc­ 
cumbed to Long Illness. 


Mr. W. H. Walker, a well-known and 


highly esteem ed citizen, died at his 


home in this city at 4:15 o’clock Sun­ 


day afternoon after an Illness of five 


weeks with pneumonia. 
He made a 


brave fight aud for a long time it was 


hoped that his heroic efforts, togeth­ 


er with the tender care and m inister­ 


ing bestowed upon him, would win the 


battle, but a serious turn for the worse 
came Saturday, after which all hope 
was abandoned and he sank rapidly 
until the end at the hour stated. 
Mr. W alker (Uncle Bud) as all knew 
and loved him, was born in what is 
known as the old "W alker Settlem ent” 
In Robertson County on Nov. 19, 1848, 
and was sixty-seven years and sixteen 
days of age.

this locality and had lived in Robert­ 
son and Brazos Counties all his life. 
He was a member of the Methodist 
Church, having united with sam e when 
a young man and all his life had lived 
a consistent, Christian life. 
During 
his long illness he bore his suffering 
with that Christian fortitude which 
comes only through 
an 
unshaken 
faith in the blessed prom ises of God. 
He was also a member of the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen, Woodmen 
of the World and Knights of the Mac­ 
cabees. 
He came to Bryan to make 
his 
home in 1899, and in his death the 
city and county loses one of its best 
citizens. 
As a man he was honorable 
in all his dealings with his fellowmen, 
charitable, neighborly. 
As a citizen 
true to every duty and obligation and 
always reardy to do his part In the 
public service and for the public wel­ 
fare. As a husband and father, he was 
kind. Indulgent and considerate in 
all things. 
His life In this locality was long. 
and It was his privilege and pleasure 
to see the country pass from the wild- 
erness to its present state of develop­ 
ment. 
Of late years he has devoted 
himself to his farm on Bee Creek and 
it was while overseeing 
the 
work 
there that he contracted the cold that 
later developed into pneumonia and 
to a fatal termination. 
He was married to Miss Alice Mc­ 
Millan of tho Alexander settlem ent o* 
this county in 1877 and is survived by 
her. 
To them was born one child. 
Claude W alker of this city. who also 
survives his father.

The 
legal officers charged with the respon­ 
sibility of building the roads are the 
members of the com m issioners’ court, 
and an advisory committee of eight 
citizens of the district, farm ers, bank­ 
ers and merchants. 
By agreem ent it 
requires an approval vote of 7 of the 
13 to execute any contract or spend 
money. 
We as citizens and tax pay­ 
ers are interested in the location of 
the routes these roads may take from 
the court house to a juncture with 
county roads, we should bund so that 
the money will give the best results 
in the expenditure of the money. 
If 
the road is built your way, are you 
going to build curbs and gutters? or 
leave your street with a sixteen-foot 
roadway 
in 
the 
center 
good 
for 
through traffic and little value 
to 
your property. 
The city if it has any desire to co­ 
operate with the district should out­ 
line Its ideas and present the sam e 
at once to the end that they come not 
too late. 
The engineers are at work 
and in a short time will be ready to 
report to the district committee. 
I would suggest that the property 
holders in the city limits along Dal­ 
las, Washington, 
Anderson, 
Mosely, 
Urttiline, 
Bryan 
streets 
and 
other 
streets to be used hold meeting-* and 
say to the district committee what 
they will do to have the streets come 
their way. 
For my part I will build 
a curb and gutter along my half block 
and pay for part of the paving to 
have a completed street in front of 
my property.
